Serlons Loss by Fire.—On Thursday

coriy, oats and hay.

It is not known how the fire originated,
but in no other way can the fire be ne-
counted for except that it was the work of
an incendiary.

Mr. B,, came to this office and had bills
printed and clreulated, deseribing the ani-
mal and the vehiole, and offering a reward
for the recovery of the property.

We subsequently learned that on Friday
morning, about daylight,n horse answering
the desoription of the stolen animal was
found standing in an alley in Ickesburg.
“The horse showed the marks of the harness
and had evidently been hard driven, but
not even the bridle was on him when found.

Why the
thief should take such a circuitous route
and then abandon the horse in uch o man-
ner is rather strange., Somo persovs think
the one who drove the horse awny waa the
one who caused the fire at MoKee's barn,
about on hour and s half previous, aud
took this means to get out of that part of
the county.
